ELECTION, NOT CENSORSHIP 
Imitating the example of retiring Coun- 
ciilmen in Los Angeles, the nearly defunct 
City Council of Long Beach is attempting 
to put over a last-ditch ordinance of a high- 
ly contentious character that no commu- 
nity with complete realization of its mean- 
ing would accept on a rush order of this 
nature. As a supposed emergency measure 
this moribund Council would foist on the 
intelligent citizens of Long Beach a cei- 
sorship ordinance to place the selection of 
magazines, books and newspapers, as well 
as of motion-picture films and spoken 
dramas, in the hands of two Councilmen, 
the Chief of Police and four appointed citi- 
zens, two women and two men. 

Opposition already developed may—and 
certainly should—provent so drastic a 
measure from being adopted, especially in 
such haste. Churches, women's clubs, the 
motion-picture industry and many promi- 
nent citizens have already expressed them- 
selves in no uncertain tone. The intelli- 
gent and cultured, not the morons and sen- 
sation mongers, are leading the fight against 
the plan. 

The question of censorship, as applied 
to motion. pictures, has already been 
threshed over many times. Arguments em- 
ployed against placing the choice of the 
amusements of the many in ths keeping 
of the few seem scarcely necessary in a 
country where an intelligent democracy 
can stand on its own feet without such ar- 
tificial wooden crutches. To permit half 
a dozen or s of appointed censors of pure- 
ly individual prejudices and preferences to 
dictate the plays or pictures the multitude 
may see or the books, magazines or news- 
papers they may read is an assumption of 
paternalism repulsive to our democratic 
principles. 

Censors, whether they be chiefs of po 
lice or City Councilmen or only self-desig- 
nated moralists, seldom reflect the opinions 
of the majority. Too often tl ey are polit- 
ical hacks, professional reformers or mis- 
guided zealots. They can do nothing that 
the good taste of people as a whole 
cannot do better. Neither the people of 
Long Beach nor of Los Angeles nor of Call- 
fornia nor of the United States are ready 
to be strait-jack-ted in the mental black 
shirts of imported Fascism. We have not 
forgotten how a police censor in Los An- 
geles, considered capable by the authori- 
ties of passing judgment on a work of dra- 
matic art, admitted on examination that he 
had never heard of “Othello” and did not 
know who was the author of the play.

WI, A MAN IS DRUNK 


Y¥ Quite frequently of late local police 
who have detained reckless drivers because 
of accidents in which John Barleycorn was 
suspected to have played a part have been 
puzzled to determine whether or not a per- 
son thus arrested was drunk, partly. drunk 
or not at all. The same difficulty has been 
experienced by the constabulary of other 
cities. Our courts have held that the rec 


ognition of arunkepness is a matter ot sim- 


ple observation and that anyone familiar 
with its common symptoms is capable of 
giving testimony in such a case, 

However, it has been noted that a per 
son may be under the influence of alcohol 
to an extent that seriously affects his pow- 
ers and deportment, especially while ya 
ing an automobile, without presenting the 


common picture of drunkenness. In some 


States evidence that a driver has lost con- 
trol of the faculties or muscles of locomo- 
tion is necessary to establish the fact of 
intoxication. In others it must be shown 
that he is bereft of some of the clarity of 
intellect that he ordinarily possesses, else 
he is not to be regarded as “under the in- 
fluence.” 

Dr. Emil Bogen of the University of Cin- 
cinnati has made a special study of drunk- 
en and near-drunken drivers in a clinic 


over which he presides. His is a queer 
job, but a very important one considering 


the number of motor accidents in such a 
populous State as Ohio, and the relation 


of booze to many of them. 


During the last year there were examined 


at the clinic 500 persons, 340 of whom were 
ascertained to be suffering from acute al- 


coholic intoxication. Blood tests were 
made on a new system. These tests are 
reported to have definitely established the 
state of a man in relation to alcoholism. 
It is found that persons with less than one 
milligram of alcohol in a cubic centimeter 
of blood are dry and decent; those with 
from one to two milligrams are delighted 


and devilish; from two to three, delinquent 


and disgusting; from four to five, dazed 


and dejected, and more than five plain dead 
drunk,
